AuDiTOB*s Office, Spbingfibld, Sept. 1, 1875. 
To the Hon. State Board o/ EquaUzation: 

In, reply to the resolution of the Board, adopted on the 26th ult., I have simply to say, that in my 
opinion the duty of the Board is to assess railroads at the same rate of valuatiuu which they find the 
other property of the State assessed at, and no more. I do not believe that the cost of construction of 
a railroa(f, nor the cost of improving a farm, nor the cost of a horse or of a herd of cattle, should be 
assessed. That in many instances the cost of any taxable property may be a hint toward the ascer- 
tainment of its value for the purpose of assessment, is undoubtedly true. Thatcoj<t,however, is a very 
unreliable f2:uide, is quite as certain. If "value of grading" as the phrase is used in the inquiry, means 
the same as cost of grading, then sorely it is something which the law does not expect the Board of 
Equalization to assess. 

The cost of grading a railroad may have been enormous, and yet the the road-bed be of almost or 
q^uite no value for tneparpoMe for which it was oonstrocted. Or, a road might be built on a level 
nver vallev, where the cost of grading was only nominal, and yet t^e road bed be of great value. 

I do not oelieve that the law at all contemplates taxing the value of grading and ,'cost of construc- 
tion in the assessment of railroad property. I believe the law contemplates the assessment and tax- 
ing of railroad property with reference to its value as railroad property, in as exact proportion as 
possible to the value of all other property which, by the law, has to assist the payment of revenue to 
the State of Ulinois.

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RULES OF ORDER STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION, 1875. 



EuLE 1. The Chairman shall take the chair at the hour to which 
the Board may have adjourned on the previous day ; shall immediately 
call the Board to order, and on the appearance of a quorum shall cause 
the minutes of the preceding day to be read, and the following order of 
business to be observed : 

First Petitions and communications. 

Second. Eeports of committees. 

Third. Eesolutions. 

EULB 2. The Chairman shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Board at the request of any two members, and 
when an appeal is taken, the Chairman may address the Board upon 
the point of order in dispute, and the question shall be put, " Is the 
decision of the Chair correct?" 

EuLE 3. When a motion is made and seconded it shall be stated by 
the Chairman or Secretary before being debated. 

Exile 4. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Chairman 
or any member require it, and any member may call for a statement of 
the question, which the Chairman may give sitting. 

EuLB 5. After a motion is stated by the Chairman, or read by the 
Secretary, it shall be considered as in the possession of the Board, but 
may be withdrawn by the member making the motion, by leave of the 
Board, before decision. 

EuLE 6. While the Chairman is putting the question, no member 
shall walk across the room ; and while a member is speaking, no mem- 
ber shall pass between the member speaking and the chair. 

EuLE 7. When a member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise, 
from his seat and address the chair ; and when two or more members 
rise at the same time, the Chairman shall name the member who shall 
speak first. 

EuLE 8. Ko member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, nor more than once without the leave of the Board, until every 
member wishing to speak shall have spoken.

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RULES OF ORDER STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION, 1875. 



EULE 1. The Chairman shall take the chair at the hour to which 
the Board may have adjourned on the previous day ; shall immediately 
call the Board to order, and on the appearance of a quorum shall cause 
the minutes of the preceding day to be read, and the following order of 
business to be observed : 

First Petitions and communications. 

Second, Eeports of committees. 

Third. Eesolutions. 

EuLB 2. The Chairman shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Board at the request of any two members, and 
when an appeal is taken, the Chairman may address the Board upon 
the point of order in dispute, and the question shall be put, " Is the 
decision of the Chair correct?'^ 

EULE 3. When a motion is made and seconded it shall be stated by 
the Chairman or Secretary betbre being debated. 

Exile 4. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Chaj^man 
or any member require it, and any member may call for a statement of 
the question, which the Chairman may give sitting. 

EuLB 5. After a motion is stated by the Chairman, or read by the 
Secretary, it shall be considered as in the possession of the Board, but 
may be withdrawn by the member making the motion, by leave of the 
Board, before decision. 

EULB 6. While the Chairman is putting the question, no member 
shall walk across the room ; and whUe a member is speaking, no mem- 
ber shall pass between the member speaking and the chair. 

EXTLB 7. When a member is about to speak in debate, he shall rise, 
from his seat and address the chair ; and when two or more members 
rise at the same time, the Chairman shall name the member who shall 
speak first. 

EuLE 8. Ko member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, nor more than once without the leave of the Board, until every 
member wishing to speak shall have spoken.

EuLE 1. The Chairman shall take the chair at the hoar to which 
the Board may have adjoorned on the previous day ; shall immediately 
call the Board to order, and on the appearance of a quorum shall cause 
the minutes of the preceding day to be read, and the following order of 
business to be observed :

speak first. 

Etjle 8. Ko member shall speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion, nor more than once without the leave of the Board, until every 
member wishing to speak shall have spoken. 
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EuLE 9. When the debate or discassion of a qaestion shall have 
been concladed, the Chairman shall put the qaestion in this form, 
to wit : You who are of the opinion (as the case may be,) say "Aye," 
those of the contrary opinion, say "Ko;" and the yeas and nays may be 
called, and entered upon the journal, at the request of any member. 

EuLE 10. If the Chairman doubt, or a division be called for, the 
members shall decide by rising^hose in the affirmative first, and 
afterward the negative — and the Chairman shall determine by count, 
telling the number. 

EuLE 11. Every member present when the question is put, shall 
vote, unless excused by the Board. 

EuLE 12. In case there is not a quorum present, any number of 
members shall have power to adjourn ; six to call the Board to order, 
and send for the absent members. 

EuLE 13. Upon the call of the Board the names of the members 
shall be called by the Secretary, and the absentees noted ; after which, 
the absentees shall again be called, and those for whom no excuse, or 
an insufficient one is made, shall not receive a certificate of attendance 
for the time he or they shall have been absent. 

EuLE 14. No member shall absent himself from the Board without 
leave, unless he be unable to attend. 

EuLE 15. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall 
be received, except to postpone, lay on the table, amend, the previous 
question, recommit, or adjourn. 

EuLE 16. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and be de- 
cided without debate. 

ExjLE 17. The previous question shall be put in this form : "Shall 
the main question be now put 7^^ It shall only be admitted when de- 
manded by five members, and until it is decided shall preclude uW 
amendments or further debate upon the main question. 

EuLE 18. Any member may call for a division of the question when 
the sense will admit of it; and when the question be considered divisi- 
ble by the chair, the same shall be divided ; from which decision of the 
chair an appeal may be taken by any member, as a point of order. 

EuLE 19. In forming the Committee of the Whole, the Chairman 
may leave the chair, and appoint a chairman to preside. 

EuLE 20. The rules of proceeding in the Board shall be observed in 
Committee of the Whole, so far as may be applicable. 

EULE 21. In all cases not provided for in these rules, the standing 
rules of the State Senate shall govern. 

EuLE 22. The committees of the Board shall consist as follows: 
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First Oommittee on Equalization of Personal Property. 

8eoond. Oommittee on Equalization of Lands. 

Third. Committee on Equalization of Town and City Lots. ^ 

Fourth. Committee on Assessment of Kailroad Property. 

Fifth. Committee on Assessment of Capital Stock of Corporations 
(including the Capital Stock of Eailroads and Telegraph Companies.) 

Each of said committees to be composed of five members. 

8ixth. Committee on General Equalization ; to consist of seven mem- 
bers. ^ 

Said committees shall be appointed by the ^hairman of the Board. 

Exile 23. Upon the completion of the work of either of the first 
three mentioned committees, their report shall be submitted to the 
Board, where said report shall be open to alteration or amendment by 
the Board, or in Committee of the Whole, on three different days, when 
the Board shall be in session, after which it shall be referred to the 
Committee on General Equalization. 

Exile 24. After the reports of the first three named committees 
shall be referred to the Committee on General Equalization, it shall be 
the duty of said committee to compare the values of the different classes 
of property with each other, and make such alterations as said commit- 
tee shall find necessary to equalize the different classes of property with 
each other, and report its action thereon to the Board : Provided^ that 
for a more equitable equalization of the diff'erent classes of property, as 
aforesaid, if it is thought necessary by said committee to make any 
change in the classification of property, as found in the several reports, 
such changes shall be reported to the Board for instructions thereon, 
before making their final report. 

Exile 25. Upon the completion of the work of the Committees on 
Assessment of Eailroad Property and of Capital Stock of Corporations, 
their reports shall be referred to the Board for consideration. 

EuLE 26. These rules may be altered or amended by a vote of a 
majority of the Board by the member or members wishing such changes 
or amendments giving one day's notice of the same.
